Claim 23 recites a method for improving precision in counting particles. The 
method includes the steps of delivering a sheath stream at a first flow rate to a particle 
counting means such that one cell at a time is delivered to the counting means, making 
an initial particle count at the first flow rate, comparing the initial count to a reference 
value, and then adjusting the flow rate to a second rate based on the comparison. The 
Examiner considers Bezanson to be the closest prior art. Bezanson teaches generally 
controlling the flow rates to a flow cell.
